1. In May 1953 your office rendered an interpretation of 
the above regulation. The final paragraph read as follows: 


25X1 A 


"In arriving at what constitutes a reasonable time, it 
is necessary to look to some norm or standard. Such a 
standard is found in the definition of "continuous 
service" as applicable to the regulations promulgated 
by the Civil Service Commission. There it is stated 
that continuous service means an active duty status but 
may include not more than one break in service of less 
than 30 calendar days. Therefore, it would seem that 
leave without pay 'of less than 30 calendar days would 
not constitute a break in the continuity of service 
abroad and could be considered a reasonable time."
